His Statement About Sullivan Denied by 
Milwaukee Irishmen. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., February 8.—Irishmen 
are greatly stirred up over the statements 
made by Maj.“ Beach before the Parnell 
Commission, regarding an alleged meeting 
with President Sullivan of the National 
League here in May, 1833.

SENATOR SMITH’S FAILURE 0 1 


pulsory Education An Un 
reliable Correspendent—Newspaper Men 
to Register—Legislative News. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POsT-DISPATCH. 

JEPPERSON CiTx, Mo., February 7.—The 
failure of Senator Madison R. Smith of Bol- 
linger County to report back to the Senate the 
Deering high-license bill and other dramship 
bille In the possession of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Criminal Jurisprudence this morning, 
as it was expected he would do, resulted ina 
postponement of the contest over high li- 
dense. A few days ago the Senate agreed toa 
motion instructing the committee to bring 
back the bills without a report to the end that 
they might be rereferred to some other 
committee, and Senator Moran, who made 
the motion, thought the bills would 
be returned the following day; but 
for some reason the committee continues to 
hold on to the documents. Smith, the chair- 
man of the committee, is believed to be in 
favor of the Deering bill and is loth to let it 
leave hia committee for fear that Moran, with 
a majority of the Senate at his back, will send 
it to some committee which will return it with 
an upfavorabie reportand the recommenda- 
tion that it do not pass. Moran says he 
can hold his majority on the floor, and if 
Smith does not comply with the instructions 
of the Senate very soon and return the bills, 
he will probabiy renew his motion and ask 
why the committee has not done so. 

This morning Senator Smith introduced «a 
bill revising the statutes relating to dram 
shops. This has been construed as a move on 
Smith’s part to have his Committee ob Crim- 
inal Jurisprudence do the work of revising 
these laws instead of Moran’s committee. 
When the bill is read the second time and 
comes up for reference, Smith will probably 
ask that it be referred to his com nittee. 
Moran has been beforehand with Smith in this 
matter, however.Early in the session he intro- 
duced a similar bill, which of course will have 
precedence over Smigh’s measure, which was 
referred tothe Committee on Miscellaneous 
Laws of which Moran is chairman. Smith and 
the Deering bill were handled rather roughly 
when the subject was up three days ago and 
the presumption is that the Senator is waiting 
until he can strengthen his force betore lead- 
ing out to battle again.
